Ottawa, November 2— Manuiactur- 
ing is the industry which has shown 
the largest gain in employment in 
1936. according to a survey publish 
ed by the Dominion Bureau of Stat- 
istics.

dian industries on October Ist was 
47,161 larger than on the same date 
in 1935. The survey, maintained by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 


does not include agriculture, but it re-! 


flects what is going on in agriculture, 
because when the farmer has money 
to buy things, all other industries 
show an improvement.
